FROM WASHINCTON. 


State Organizations Among the 
Department Employes.

—— 


Crapo’s Downfall Making an Impression 
---The “Silk” District. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, September 27.—The State or- 
ganizations among the department employes are 
making active preparations for the approaching 
elections. Itis probably not generally under- 
stood outside of Washington how thorough these 
organizations are, or how important their bearing 
in relation to political affairs. Every State has 
its organization—or rather the employes from 
each State have their separate organization, and 
at this period the leaders set themselves to work 
to enthuse the rank and file among the employes 
from their State,and see that every man goes 
home to vote and to work during the election and 
the few days preecding it. Special rates are ob- 
tained on the railroads, a reduction of 
about 25 per cent in fares being given. 


Meetings of the associations are held 
plans for work agreed upon, documents furnishe 
to the members; those who ean make speeches 
are assigned to duty as seems judicious to the 
managers and with thirty days’ leave of absence 
granted from the heads of departments where 
they are employed they hie them home “loaded, 
cocked and primed” to work the State to the very 
best advantage. These remarks are not made in 
any fuult-finding way. It may be all right that 
this shouid be so, but it seéems to your correspen- 
dent an interesting historical fact, just the same. 
The following extract from reports of the 
meetings of these associations as published in 
National Repubiliean, shows somethieg of the 
methods. Georgia Republican Association: “The 
appointment of a campaign committee was de- 
ferred until the next reguiar meeting and the 
following gentinmen designated ww notify 
all Georgisns in Government employ to be pres- 
ent on that oeeasion, * * * President Deraux 
presented a plan of operations for the approach- 
ing campaign. * * * There will be a number of 
hiportant matters brought up at the next meeting 
ol the association, and itis expeeted that os | 
Geormian in the city in Government employ will 
be present, as matters of decided interest to all 
such will be brought up and disposed of.” 

Kentucky Republican Association—The fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, That we, the undersigned citizens of 
Kentucky, residing temporarily at Washington, 
I). C., have formed ourselves into an association 
forthe advancement of the Republican party in 
Kentucky, and for the promotion of the cause 
generally throughout the United States. * * *” 

Chio Repuhlican Association: “It being the 
last meeting before election all the boys were on 
nid. Letters were read from Gov. Foster and 
Maj. Charles Townsend, Secretary of State of 
Ohio, which were full of encouragement and good 
cheer. Col. Montis, as chairman of the Transpor- 
taiion Committee, issued some fifty orders for 
tickets to voters going tothe Ohio election. Mr. 
McGrew, the Secretary, submitted a complete 
roster, giving the name, town, county and con- 
rressional district of each member; also in which 

epartment in Washington employed. <A general 
good feeling prevailed.” 

Michigan Republican Association: “Hon. H. J. 
MeGowen, chairman of the Campaign Committee 
made areport of their proceedings and stated 
that they had secured a2 supply of 
cocuments and were ready for work. 
Assignments were made for the 
dificrenmt districts, as to the evenings they could 
have the rooms. The Transportation Committee 
reported that a reduction of 20 per cent had been 
secured on tickets to various poiuts in Michigan, 
good for forty days from the 15th of October.’ 

Iinois Republican Association: “Important 
action was taken relative to the proper distribu- 
tion of the valuable documents so willingly fur- 
nished by the Congressional Committee. By the 
plan adopted for the distribution it is thought that 
i large number will be placed in the hands of 
readers throughout the State.” 

CRAPO’S FATE. 

The failure of the Massachussets Republicans 
to nominate Congressman Crapo for 
Governor has, erhaps, dione more 
to convinee politicians here of the 
real feeling of the public regarding.the river and 
harbor bill, than = other invident since the ad- 
journment. It was believed upto within a short 
tirne of ihe meeting of the coavention, that Crapo’s 
“calling and election” were sure, and that the talk 
that the feeling regarding bis support of the river 
and harbor bill was without foundation. Now, 
however, the most persistent begin to believe 
what was told them on the day of its passage, that 
it was a bad day forthe Republican party. Not 
only does the failure to nominate him convince 
the doubters, but it causes them to believe that 
the oft-repeated assertion that Senator Hoar will 
have aserious time getting back may be well 


founded. 
THE “SILK DISTRICT.” 

A good deal of rivalry is observed in the north- 
ern districts of New Jersey over the nomination 
for Congress. The silk manufacturing interests 
there are very large and they are strugglmg to 
elect a Representative who will take eare of them 
in relation tothe tariff. The Democrats have to 
thatend nominated John Ryle the “Father of 
Silk manufacturing interest.” The Republicans 
Will probably renominate Mr. Hill the present 
member, though Mr. W. W. Phelps, ex-Minister to 
to Austria, is said to be a candidate for nomina- 
tion.

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A SEISMATIC SCARE. 


Sleepers Startled by an Earthquake 
This Morning. 
————————— ey 


Particulars of the Action of the Phe- 
nomenon in and Around St. 
Louis. 


At 4:18 a. m. to-day the rumbling report of an 
Parthquake was heard at various points through- 
put the city. Those who were awake at the time 
marked the sequence of the distinet noises with 
ease, while thousands were awak- 
ened from sound slumbers by the pertur- 
bation. The noise and disturbance was 
uniform in this vicinity, causing houses to shake 
for several seconds. In the central portion of the 
city the occurrence Was closely observed by many 
persons. At that hour the phenomenon was rst 
noticed by a rolling, even noise, followed directly 
by twelve distinct vibrations, each removed nearly 
a second from the other, and beginning with one 
shock more violent than any of the 
succeeding eleven. During the progress of this 
rolling disturbance windows rattled in their case- 


nts, china chattered on the mantels and the 
Seeeteonks of the furnishings of what-nots and cu- 
riosity tables were plainly discernible in many 
houses. The disturbance was over fifteen sec- 
onds duration altogether. The general extent of 
the shock was first ascertained through the police 
stations by telegraphic communication by means

He hunted over the adjacent streets for confirma- 
tion of his belief, but could find nothing to confirm 
it. A few minutes later the officer in charge was 
busily engaged in answering telegrams 
from the different stations and — sub- 
stations asking what the noise meant. 
The only answer that he made was that he 
thought it was an earthquake. During the shock 
the Four Courts building trembled and shook visi- 
bly. Officers came running infrom different direc- 
tions. and all of them had felt the trembling of the 
earth and the accompanying noise. 
SERGEANT PURCELL 
described the sensation experienced by 
him in the following manner: “Twas just coming 
in from around through iy precinct and had be- 
ah talking with Sergeant Ray when I hearda 
ow, heavy sound, like a patrol wagon run- 
ning over the Nicholson pavement. Pretty soon 
there was a sort of dull report and ashock. It 
shook up the old Four Courts pretty lively, I can 
tell you. I had anidea at first that some 
mill in the neighborhood had exploded or that a 
safe had been blown open by a burglar. Iran 
out of the building and looked around to see if 1 
eould find out where it was, but everything was 
quiet and I could see no fire auywhere. I went 
back to the building and we made up our minds 
that the thing had been an earthquake.” 

Sergeant Purcell’s story was confirmed by Ray and 
other people in the Jail.

Several sleepers in the 
neighborhood were aroused by the shook, among 
them Mr. Kocialowski’s domestic, who was con- 
siderably startled by the unusual occurrence. 

Mr. James W. Allen, the notary public, who 
lives at Compton avenye, near the Manchester 
road, was awakened by his ir) oes as the disturb- 
ance wassubsiding. Mrs. Allen told him that 
the bed shook as violently as if some person were 
moving it over the carpet. The effect was also 
noticeable on the other furniture. 

Mr. T. W. Meister, President of the German 
Savings Institution, he discussing the earth- 

uake when a reporter dropped into the bank. 

{r.Meister lives on the Stengburn Road In the ex- 
treme southern portion of the city. He states 
there were two seks. the seeond succeeding the 
first after an interval of a few seconds. 
The doors and windows of his 
house rattled very noisily, but no 
damage was oceasioned to the furniture and be- 
longings of the house. Mr. Richard Hospes, cash- 
jer of Mr. Meister’s bank, lives on Salisbury 
strect.

Deputy-sheriff McCune, who rooms on Main and 
Walnut streets, felt the shock at about 4:20 a.m. 
He had been aroused by a disturbance in the 
street and was Jooking out of the window when 
he realized the = shock. He thought at 
first thatit wasthe movingof a heavy freight 
train on the levee, but every piece of furniture in 
the room rattled ina peculiar manner and the 
floor trembled in such a way that he was con-

Adolph Isaacs, fee-bill collector in the Sheriff’s 
Office, distinctly felt the shock at his residence, the 
west end of Clark avenue. It occurred at 4:20 a. 
m. and the shock lasted for about a minute. 

Charles Guehne, residing at Carondelet, was 
awake, and realized the shock. He is convinced 
that nothing but an earthquake could produce 
such a strange effect. The windows shook _ for 
guite one minute, and the bedstead trembled 
violently. 

Mr. Risque, book-keeper for Kraff, Holmes & 
Co., residing on Compton avenue, felt the shock. 
It alarmed every member of his family. The win- 
dows shook violently and all the furniture jarred. 
The sensation was entirely different to the effect 
produced by the passing of heavy wagons.

IS IT WACKERLE? 


His Wife Says No, Her Husband is 
Dead. 
The Insurance Company Will Produce 
the Deceased Alive in Court--Re- 
markable Case of Identity. 


One of the most remarkable cases ever tried in 


the Federal Court was opened before a jury this 
morning; that of Walburga Wackerle against the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of New York.

After returning to his farm he dis- 
posed of it and went to work as a laborer. in 
1867 policies of insurance on his life were taken 
out at Milwaukee, payable to his wife, one for

fegdant. After that Wackerle roamed 
from one  filace to another, laboring 
some portion of the time at Milwaukee, Detroii 
and in California. At Sacramento he was joined 
by his wife. and in 1870 they came to Quincy, Il. 
Two years later Wackerle went Southwest, and 
was heard of at Marshall, Texas, and Shreveport, 


La. His wife lett Quincy and came to resice in St. 
Louis. From Jobhu Waekerle, a brother of 


her husband she learned of his death near Shreve- 
port, having been run over, it was reported, by a 
passenger train on Christmas day, 1872. Thy

Meeting of the Anti-Filley Committee-- 
General Notes and Gossip. 


The Republican State Central Anti-Filley Com- 
mittee met at ex-Governor Thomas C. Fletcher's 
Office at 11:30 a. m. to-day, Col. R. T. Van Horn, 
of Kansas City, chairman of the committee, pre- 
siding: There were also present all the members 
of the committee, except Messrs. B. 8. Hooper, of 
Adair; Ira B. Hyde, of Mercer; Winfield Miller, 
of Caldwell; A. C. Dawes, of Buchanan; Jolin 
W. Lisenley, of Green; Alexander Ross, of Cape 
Girardeau, and Edward 8. Rowse, of St. Louis, 
who was represented by Gen, John 8S. Cavender, 


as proxy. Mr. N. C. Bureh, of Cole, acted as 
secretary, and read the minutes of the previous 


BCE. which were adopted. ; 
The chairman suggested the appointment ofa 


vice-chairman with headquarters at St. Louis, and 
Mr. Edward 8S. Rowse was elected to the position. 

A motion was offered that the chairinan be au- 
thorized to appa seven me) bers of an executive 
committee, the vice-chairmau to be an ex-officio 
member and president of the same, and that the 
headquarters of the executive committee be sit- 
uated in St. Louis: also that the executive com 
mittee be empowered to appoint their secretary, 
Who shall be paid a salary during the campaign. 

Mr. Jacobs, of Kansas City. said that the Re- 
publicans had done wisely in depriving St. Louis 
of the chairmmnship of the State Central Comunii- 
tee, and he believed that the headquarters of, the 
executive committee should also be taken to Kan- 
sas City. He moved an amendment to this effect, 
but withdrew it on perceiving that the sentiment 
of the cominiteee was against such a change, and 
the motion was carried. 

The chair stated that he would appoint the com- 
mittee after recess. 

Mr. Buikley moved that a committee be ap- 
pointed to demand from the former (Filley) State 
Central Committee the books, papers, etec., iu the 
possession of that coniunittee. 

Mr. Robert Alien moved to lay the resolution on 
the table. 

_Mr. Bulkley protested hotly against such action. 
The present committee, he held, were the legal 
successors of the Filley Committee, and if they 
failed to pass the resolution he had offered it 
ae be a virtual acknowledgment of their non- 
evaitly. 

A warm debate on this subject 
Was cut off by the appearance 
of Messrs. Dyer, Minch and Cavender, the commit- 
tee Who had been appointod at the meeting of the 
Committee of twenty-eight heid yesterday even- 
ing, to present to the State Central Committee a 
petition asking that the loeal commitice be em- 
powered to deal with the Pohlman City Central 
Committee as‘it deemed bestin its judgment. 

Mr. Dyer, acting 2s chairman of the committee, 
by way of preamble recanted the history of the 
anti-Filley movement to date and presented what 
he called “a preamble and resolutions touching 
local affairs,” which was received by the Commit- 
tee, Who immediately went into executive session. 


The Republican Muddle. 
The county members of the Republican State 
Central Committee, in town to-day for the purpose 


of attending the meeting of the committee, wer® 
all morning considerably at sea for want of a peep 


at the petition to be presented tothe meeting,from

Col. Rh. H. Hunt, of Kansas City, who was nom- 
inated by the Anti-Filley State Convention for 
Railway Commissioner, expressed himself as not a 
Prohibitionist, but in favor of the Repubiican 
platform. He said that he was a Filley man in all 
respects save the action of not calling a State Con- 
vention.He believed Mr. Filley had done work for 
the party which could not be over-estimated, 
and thought that, whatever the outcome of the 
movement against him, he ought to be held in 
grateful remembrance by his party and always 
assigned a high position in its eouncils. Mr. Hunt 
had not had time to forma very clear idea as to 
the best way to adjust the differences between the 
City Repubfican-Comunittees, but felt sure that the 
meeting about to be held would accomplish the 
desired unification.

From an elaborate review of past nomina-,

Itis the fric 
tion of a close vote and the strict responsibil- 
ity exacted from public servants where a few 
independent voters give victory to one party 
or the other, that develop statesmanship and 
locate the honors and rewards of party ser- 
vice in this country. 


A TOOL’S RECORD. 

In the Post-DIsPATcH yesterday we re- 
published certain documents which have 
been printed and discussed in this city be- 
fore, and which are known to be genuine and 
unanswerable. Here is a brief summary of 
the facts in two very important cases to" 
which some of these documents related: 

JAMES O. BROADHEAD advised the city to 
bring a certain suit to recover $3,000,000 from 
the Gas Light Cempany, andin 1872 SHARP 
& BROADHEAD ina written contract bound 
themselves fora fee of $10,000 to prosecute 
that suit for the city until it should be finally 
decided by the State Supreme Court. After 
getting $7,428 of the fee, BROADHEAD un- 
dertook to have the city dismiss the suit on 
certain conditions offered by the Gas Light 
Company, which was not done, because the 
company failed to do what it promised, and 
the city was so advised by Mr. SHARP. 
Yet. while this suit was still pending, 
and after three-fourths of the enormous 
stipulated fee had been paid, BROAD- 
HEAD antagonized it with a proceeding in 
the United States Court, in which he ap- 
peared against the city as counsel for a non- 
resident stockholder of the Gas Light Com- 
pany. Finally, when the courts below had 
decided in favor of the city, BROADHEAD 
appeared in the State Supreme Court as coun: 
sel forthe Gas Light ‘Company, and there 
pleaded for and obtained a reyersal against 
the city, while he retained in his pocket 
$7,428 which the city had paid him to man- 
age that very case for her till finally decided 
by that court. 

In regard to the Scheme and Charter mat- 
ter, it was shgwn that, while pretending to 
serve the sabia ia a representative body, he 
managed so as to be afterwards employed as 
alawyer to undo the work which he had 
affected to promote as a zealous and faithful 
public servant. Not stopping at even this in- 
decency, he was guilty of sharp practice in 
procuring the payment of his fee in this case 
in an irregular and underhanded way, 
to prevent the tax-payers from enjoining 
such inisappropriation of their money; and 
when a storm of popular indignation broke 
over his head he capped the climax of decep- 
tion and fraud by paying back the money and 
proclaiming the fact in a published card, and 
then secretly drawing it again, as the public 
found out afterwards. 

A man who is notorious for his readiness 
to give opinions on both sides of a case for 
money, who undertakes a case, pockets a big 
fee and then turns up in the final Ladjudica- 
tion for the opposite side with another fee in 
his pocket—who can be hired to work against 
the people in a matter in which he has been 
commissioned as their representative and 
paid as their advocate—such a man, in these 
JAY GOULD times, cannot be trusted with 
the public interests in Congress. In spite of 
every precaution the people are liable to 
choose a Representative who will take their 
money and betray their cause. But that is 
no reason why they should, with their eyes 
open, trust one whose whole record proves 
him to be peculiarly addicted to that sort of 
business. 


WHY WE GROWL. 

We have a lenghthy fault-finding communi- 
cation this morning from an individual who 
signs himself J. B. FLEMING, and who pro- 
fesses to be a reader but not an admirer of 
the Post-DisrpATcu. As a rule we do not 
trouble ourselves about the unfortunate peo- 
ple who feel called upon to tell us how to 
conduct our business, but as Mr. FLEMING 
seems to be an entity—the City Directory 
locating a man of his name as a salesman in 
Spruce street—and as he represents a certain 
element in the community, it may be worth 
while to waste a little time in rasping the 
corners off his petrified brain. Mr. FLEMING 
is miserable because we fail to properly wor- 
ship JAMES O. BROADHEAD. The publication 
of that individual’s scaly record yesterday, 
showing him to be a very common and 
unattractive piece of clay, has disturbed him 
and nettled him to the point of writing us a 
labored letter to show us where we fail as a 
public educator. He complains that we are 
given to chronic fault-finding ; that we prefer 
scandal to substantial entertainment; that we 
do not go out of our way to hunt up the good 
and commendatory things in this life; that, in 
fact, we have come to be recognized as an in- 
discriminate and constitutional Grumbler, 
and have, consequently, lost all our influence. 
He says: ' 

A little of your enterprise employed in finding a 
subject for commendation and approval occasion- 
ally would give variety and spice to your paper 
and an appearance,at least, of candor and fairness, 
which tt now lacks, Day after day it is filled with 
the same dark stream of scandal, abuse and malig- 
nant criticism, until, if your paper was to be re- 
lied on, its readers would be led to believe there 
was nothing of goodness, yirtne or Donesty left, 
andthat the creation and government of this 


world and all that therein is is a mistake and 
aught to have been left to your better judgment. 


The Post-D1s-‘ 


There is some truthin this, but the fact 


must not be lost sight of that the Post-D1s- : 


PATCH does find much that is good in the 
world which itis prompt tocommend. The 
truth is, the bad in humanity is to be hunted 
down and extirpated—the good can take care 
ofitself, All persons with correct moral train- 
ingzare expected to behave themselves and 
conform to the rules which society has estab- 
lished. It is the evil which men do that is 
demoralizing and it is the exposure of evil 
which impels men to properly consider their 
ligations to society. 

e Post-DisPatcH feels that it is a part 
of its mission to show up the hypocrites who 
propose to be good and great m€n and yet 
who would not hesitate to take two fees in 
the same case if they were lawyers—a thing 
which is about as honorable as breaking into 
a man’s house and appropriating his valua- 
bles. It feels that it is doing society some 
good when it is smashing up gambling rings ; 
showing up Sunday night dance-houses ; sup- 
pressing usurers who encourage prostitution ; 
exposing rich men who rent property for 
evil purposes; writing down municipal bar- 
nacles; fighting monopolists who rob the 
laboring poor; turning police attention to 
the dago dens, etc. The Post-DISPATCH can 
point to a finer list of soeial reform brought 
about by its influence than all the other 
moral agencies of the city combined. Is not 
this worth something? : 

It might not be out of place for Mr. FLEM- 
ING to write a letter to the next Legislature 
and ask why it is that no laws are passed 
commending good things. Our statutes are 
nearly all aimed at people who are doing 
wrong. A reading of them might convince 
a planetary stranger that there was really 
nothing good in this world. The Ten Com- 
mandments do not mention the proper things 
which are expected of mankind: They sim- 
ply formulate the “thou shalt not” principle. 

We regret that we cannot find more space 
in our paper for the distribution of taffy. We 
do not particularly love to growl and find 
fault, but we have a call to do good, and we 
are doing it. The St. Louis Republican is a 
melancholy specimen of a newspaper run on 
the puffatory and dodging principle. While 
the Post-DisPATCH is growing stronger and 
stronger every day, and fairly leaping into 
popular favor, the Republican is withering 
and sliding into a state of lean and slippered 
mendicancy. 

We love the True, the Good and the Beau- 
tiful, but we hate shams, frauds and scoun- 
drels and we have the courage to grapple 
with abuses when we find them. The Post- 
DISPATCH is about the only newspaper in St. 
Louis that can’t be intimidated. It owes no 
allegiance to anybody but its decent constitu- 
ents. We don’t expect to please everybody 
any more than a hotel cook can be expected 
to please every taste. There are vitiated 
palates and a great many people who do not 
thrive on the fare that we provide. Still the 
people who do not admire like to read the 
Post-DIsPATCH, because they know it is 
fearless and incorruptible. We receive scores 
of letters and postal cards from our readers 
every day, and they nearly all commend the 
independent tone of the paper. Even our 
enemies and the thieves that we expose have 
a sneaking admiration for our energy, enter- 
prise and courage. 

In conclusion, our circulation is increasing, 
our business is growing, our influence is 
widening aad we are reasonably contented, 
though not altogether happy. Like the an- 
cient philosopher, we are distressed by the 
sorrows and sufferings of our fellow-beings. 
If we had the world to make over we think 
we could improve it materially. We might 
even exclude such narrow-minded toadies 
and nincompoops as J. B. FLEMING from the 
general plan. 


THE ancient and dishonorable KNAPPs 
have a peculiar fondness for things that are 
antique. They are bitterly hostile to young 
men in politics. Their idea is that mature 
men of distinction must be sent to Congress 
to give “‘character” to the district which se- 
lects them. Asa matter of fact all the elder- 
ly men who stand outon the surface of af- 
fairs are living on distinction achieved when 
they were comparatively young. Old men 
are wise in counsel and are convenient when 
experience is tobe drawn upon. Itis the 
man who has youth and vigor and ambition 
who toils and undertakes. NAPOLEON had 
developed all the genius that he ever showed 
atthe age of thirty-five. After the age of 
forty men simply profit by what they have 
learned up to the meridian of life. There is 
no point to be gained in sending a sick, worn- 
out old man to Congress to adorn the hospi- 
tal instead of the camp and the battle-field. 
We say this with all due respect and venera- 
tion for gray hairs. 


“THE Republicans of the Third Congres- 
sional District in this State are strongly in- 
clined to Prohibition,” says the St. Louis 
Republican. Itso happens that the Demo- 
crats of the Third District constitute the 
main body of the Prohibition army in Mis- 
souri. The largest and most infiuential 
Democratic organ in that district is the 
Plattsburg Lever, whose editor represented 
the district in the Committee on Resolutions 
in the Democratic State Convention, and 
dictated the plank referring to the Prohibi- 
tion question, and now pronounces it entire- 
ly satisfactory to the Prohibitionists. The 
strongest Democratic counties in that dis- 
trict are Prohibition counties, and Clay, 
with her Democratic preponderance of five 
votes to one, has not hada saloon since the 
present Constitution of the State was 
adopted.

DENISON to earn a living for herself and 
children on the stage than to depend on the 
charity and false family pride of her rela- 
tives fora support. Manya lady, the equal 
of Mrs. DENISON in blood and culture, and 
in every noble, womanly attribute, is now 
supporting herself and earning money on the 
stage as honorably as Ohio’s war Governor 
earned liis, Instead of driving such women 
from the stage we should try to elevate it by 
encouraging them to take part in a profession 
which “society” patronizes, and in which, if 
they are really worthy of its opportunities, 
they can do so much to elevate the senti- 
ments of “society,” and to teach it the great 
lesson that 


“Honor and shame from no condition rise. 
Act well your part; there all the honor lies.”

Population of the World. 
From the New York Herald. 


A most carefully prepared report-of the popula- 
tion of the various countries of the world is that 
issued from time to time by Drs. Behm and Wag- 
ner. A new edition of this yong Se has just 
appeared, the previous one having been issued 
two years. Within this interval censuses have 
been taken in a large number of countries, and the 


results of these are em in 
this work. But in case of 
some countries no official! statistics are 


to be had, and for such countries the figures pre- 
sented are necessarily the resultof computation or 
even conjecture. The ae of the population of 
China for instance, is but an estimate, while that 
of Central Africa can be little better than a guess. 


The results given by Behm and Wagner are, how- 
ever, generally accepted as the most trustworthy 
published. 


The total py of the globe is now reported 
by them at 1,433,800,000. According to their last 
report it 1,455,900,000. This differenee would indi- 
cate a decrease of 22,000,000, but as a matter of faet 
there has according to these authorities, been an 
increase of more than 33,000,000. This is explained 
by the fact that the population of China has been 
very much over-estimated heretofore. In the last 
issue of this work it was given at 434,000,000; it is 
now put at 379,000,000. In fact, in those countries 
alone in which censuses have been taken the official 
returns show an aggregate increase of 32,000. 
during the preeeding interval of ten years. The 
number of people inhabiting the larger divisions 
of the globe, as given by Béhm and Wagner, are as 
follows: Europe, 327,743,000; Asia, 795,591,000; 
Africa, 205,823,000; America, 100,415,000; Australia 
and Polynesia, 4,232,000; Polar regions, 82,000. 
Russia is credited with. 83,000,000 inhabitants; 
China, 379,000,000; Japan, 36,000,000, and British 
India, 252,000,000.

The Corner Rules of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange,

New Corn Expected Soon--Odds and Ends 
From the Bourse. 


_—— 


There is a move on foot among some of the com- 
mission merchants of this market tohave the 
Exchange rules that prohibit “corners” in grain 
and protect the shorts rescinded. So far as it has 
gone this movementhas only resulted in talk, but 
the parties who are agitating it are thoroughly in 
earnest and will, if possible, bring the matter be- 
fore the Exchange. Their chief reason for having 
these “‘ corner rules” stricken from the by-laws of 
the Exchange is that they claim their presence 
there has made St. Louis too bearish a market and 
holds prices down so low here that this market 
cannot compete with rival points. For months past 


St. Louis has been way below Chicago on wheat, 
corn and oats, and the consequence has been that 
receipis at this point have really been insignifi- 
cant and the stocks in elevators have run down 
very low, while Chicago has been getting my! > 
receipts of grain and carrying full stocks, In the 
_ couple of days the receipts of corn in St. 

uis on several days were absolutely nil, and in 
Chicago there has been no single day in which the 
receipts of corn have been less than 100,000 bushels, 
and generally they are nearer 200,009 Then, in 
wheat, Chicago is drawing it to her froma section 
of country that is less than one hundred miles 
from St. Louis, and she wil] probably coatinue to 
do so as long as cash wheat is seliing 
nearly 10e above the cash price in St. Louis. Said 
a member who is working ior the repeai of these 
rules: “The trouble is that we haven't got enough 
bulis here. The whol®@ crowd is bearish, and when- 
ever they get a chance they sell the market down 
below its true value. You can’t get any of the big 
bulls in the other markets to buy here either, and 
why? Because ey are afraid of the shorts here 
laying down on their contracts and taking refuge 
in the baby rules that disfigure the Pf Nate of our 
Exchange. The experience of Joe Oliver, of Mil- 
waukee, has satisfied every one that a ball has no 
chance in St. Louis.” 

“It is a shame,” said another member, “the way 
some of the fellows in that pit sell millions of 
bushels that they don’t own and never «expect to 
deliver. Theresis —— and —— and ——, who 
have done more to maae the St. 
Louis market by their reckless selling of stuff they 
don’t own than anything else that is complained of 
by the country—short weights, missing inspec- 
tion, included. How can we expect tocompete 
with Chicago and Toledo when our market is held 
dowa so much below theirs?” 

It is also claimed that if these “corner rules” are 
repealed the reckless specuiating now going 
on in grain, and which turns this option trading 
into nothing more nor less than gambling,will then 
be checked, as the parties who now are not afraid 
to sell millions of bushels of pure and wunadulter- 
ated wind, as they know they will be protected by 
the Exchange if they want to squeal and plead the 
baby act, will, if these rules be done away with, be 
afraid of running their precious selves into the 
gag of a corner, if they put out too heavy a 
ine.
